The attendance during the fall term was good. 

Plans should be made for the improvement of the Turnpike 
school building. 

The State Legislature has changed the laws regarding the 
amount and distribution of State Aid to the various towns for 
school purposes. Under the new laws State Aid to the town 
of Sherburne has been increased from $950.42 last year to 
$1,515.24 this year. 

Reading is fundamental to all school subjects. In the first 
four grades a child learns to read. After that he reads to learn. 
If he learns to read readily and with understanding he will have 
little difficulty later with his history, geography, language or 
arithmetic problems. If he does not learn to read easily and with 
comprehension he will be almost hopelessly handicapped in all 
his school work. Primary reading is especially important in 
rural schools. Here conditions are such that a child must spend 
much of his time working by himself. He must read to learn. 
His ability to get results depends directly upon his ability to 
read. Therefore, proper amounts of time must be given and 


oe 
| 
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correct methods must be used in order to teach this most im- 


portant subject, if we are to develop strong, self-reliant upper 
grade students. 
Our chief aim has been and will continue to be to develop 


’ more adequate preparation in the fundamentals, especially read- 


ing in the lower grades, and to develop more independence and 
self-reliance in the upper grades. 

It has been a keen pleasure to observe the work of the Parent- 
Teacher Associations and other community organizations in this 
District. I have been repeatedly surprised by the helpful, uni- 
formly co-operative work that has been and is being done. It 
is doubtful if this work is being equaled in any other section of 
the State. I consider it a privilege to co-operate with you in 
your good work for the benefit of the children. 

The supreme duty of any generation is so to train and 
educate its children that they may be able to meet and solve 
life’s complex problems a little better than did the preceding 
generation. 

I wish to thank the School Board, the teachers and the 
citizens of Sherburne for their support and co-operation in carry- 
ing on the work of the schools.
